For a long time after money came into use as a medium of 


exchange, and the old system oi barter and trade was abandoned, 
there was no law to regulate interest charges on loans of money. 
The man who had money to loan could charge any rate of interest 
that he could get and usually did. The rates often ranged from 
50 to 500 per cent. 


But finally the abuses became so bad that the people regu- 


lated the matter by law- 
The money lenders protested, but to no 


avail. 
The law was passed, and now nobody would think of re- 


pealing it. 


If we can regulate the rates of profit on money loans, why 


can we not regulate the profit on selling goods, or transporting 
or manufacturing? 


This is a question that many men are now asking. 
We now 


regulate by law railroad and express rates and postal rates,'rates 
for gas, electricity, water and street car fares. 


How much farther can we go along this line with safety'.' 
It is a big question. An answer is not to be given lightly, 


one way or the other. 
Intelligent consideration of the question 


is in order, that a correct solution if there is one, may be arrived 
at. 


We should not stiile competition, and yet we should not sub- 


mit to unbridled profiteering in anything.

It constitutes a ser- 


ious indictment of the labor policy of the United States Stud j 
Corporation.

For a long time after money came into use as a medium of 


exchange, and the old system oi barter and trade was abandoned, 
there was no law to regulate interest charges on loans of money. 
The man who had money to loan could charge any rate of interest 
that he could get and usually did. The rates often ranged from 
50 to 500 per cent. 


But finally the abuses became so bad that the people regu- 


lated the matter by law- 
The money lenders protested, but to no 


avail. 
The law was passed, and now nobody would think of re- 


pealing it. 


If we can regulate the rates of profit on money loans, why 


can we not regulate the profit on selling goods, or transporting 
or manufacturing? 


This is a question that many men are now asking. 
We now 


regulate by law railroad and express rates and postal rates,'rates 
for gas, electricity, water and street car fares. 


How much farther can we go along this line with safety'.' 
It is a big question. An answer is not to be given lightly, 


one way or the other. 
Intelligent consideration of the question 


is in order, that a correct solution if there is one, may be arrived 
at. 


We should not stiile competition, and yet we should not sub- 


mit to unbridled profiteering in anything.
